The lirulo is invaluable to most mod- 


ern essayists. U gives them the cuo they 
need to round out tho aimless range of 
their vuin attempts to muke plain that 
which is beyond human power of eluci- 
dation. So long as mau shall think, the 
temptation of reaching to the unattain- 
able is ever at his side, and he cannot re- 
sist It. Like one who is lost in a thick 
woods, he thinks ho Is progressing in a 
direct, straight away line, but finds him- 
self, seoner or later, at the point of start- 
lug. 
So with the essays, lectures and 


little volnmos that now and again appear 
coBoorniag the unknowable. With con- 
fidence, the author \ launches forth, fol- 
lows the circle that he sees not and 
brines his readers back to the point Of 
beginning. Ho thinks to load from one 
definite point to another, but it proves 
never to be another; to pass from 
the 


statement of a fact to the goal of an 
indisputable conclusion, but ever 
falls, 


and what the reader hoped to learn, be 
learns not bnt discovers he U still as ig- 
norant as at the commencement. 


All that is really within the bounds 


of our knowledge is that we must in 
some things remain in the dark. If our 
earthly career does not in good time un- 
fold what we would know, let eternitr 
bring it to light. 
Avoid the certain vexa- 


tion of spirit incident to vain imagin- 
ings. 
Man is the creature of each day as 


it passes and his capacity is limited to It 
alono. The power that sets the day and 
makes the man a feature of it, alone is 
equal to dispose of him when other days 
shall come. 
Much is lost by fruitless 


effort to explore the forbidden regions of 
the future. 
Discourse on that which la 


incomprehensible unfits us for the task ot 
realizing all that 
which the present 


stands (or. Lot the dead post bury Its 
dead and the unborn future withhold that 
for which we arc not prepared. This hy- 
pothetical tuture is ahead, but all our ef- 
forts to reach it only result in travelling 
not in its direction but In a circle. Wo 
assume at the start and face only an 
assumption at the finish. 


"Very weak theology," remarks my 


neighbor. 


"True," I reply, "but It is sound, com- 


mon sense." 


It is highly commendlble to be accom- 


modating. Society would be at a loss to 
move smoothly and without serious jar- 
ring If we were not to. Experience has 
shown that to be considerate is impera- 
tive, If temper is not to be forovei ruffled, 
but there is the old story of use and 
abuse to be kept constantly in mind. The 
way in which we should be careful is in 
making ourselves tho temporary custo- 
dians of another's correspondence. 
We 


are iiskod to mail a letter and promise to 
do. In so small a matter, one cannot 
well aecliue, but alas! human memory U 


j not yet perfected. The intention is all 


that could be expected but what of the 
performance? Sometimes we forget and 
what a eonso of horror takes hold on us, 
when we find we hnvo carried that letter 
for u month and all the while the writer 
thereof has been expecting a reply. Who- 
ever framed an excuse equal to Such an 
occasion? 
The more we explain the 


worse seems tho fault and as well battle 
with quicksands as with the woman who 
has been inconvenienced. Never is si- 
lence so ineffectually broisen as when you 
protest on tne grounds of forgetful ness. 


Nothing is moro funny, so far as I can 


find, than the learned discussions that 
frequently occur concerning American 
aristocracy. Tho ignorance of history 
displayed at such a time, is really amaz- 
ing and let some people who are "lead- 
ers" talk as they will, their aristocratic 
claims, in the European sense, have no 
warrantable basis, inasmuch as they 
can show nothing but a bank account. 


That in every considerable community 


an intellectual aristocracy can be found, 
no one can deny, but it is not 
always 


centred In that section of a town where 
are tbe finest houses. Try some preten- 
tious people by any other than the com» 
mercial test and they are found sadly 
wanting. They can chatter like mag- 
pioB, it Is true, but eannot sustain an 
intellectual conversation for ten min- 
utea. They are people that have, but are 
not people that know. They pose a 
great deal but are no more great char- 
acters than theatrical stars are Julius 
Caesar or the unhappy Dane. 


This subject was exploited in the pa- 


pers of a nearby, overgrown, village, not 
long since, and the truth 
as presented 


by one was not relished by the several 
who replied. But the one was right. 
Snobbishness will crop 
out whenever 


sbamoaratlc nabobs gather. 


It is one thing to Impertinently listen 


to what is not intended for your ears and 
another to incidentally overbear. 
What 


follows, I recently overheard in a car a» 
it rattled through Radcliffe street: 


"Most women are so queer," he said. 
"And 
most men a good deal more so," 


sbu replied snappishly. 


Would it not, I thought, be unfortunate) 


if we were not all a little queer? It 
If, 


in all probability, this quality that, lite 
salt in a salad, brings out our individual 
flavor. Without 
qnoernoss, 
as It is 


called, we would run a risk of being a 
trifle stale and flat, if not unprofitable. 
It is the unfortunate quality of some 
qooerness that excites remark, and only 
its excess that is objectionable. But of 
the two sexes which is, in the long run 
the more queer is a question not likely 
to be satisfactorily answered. 


Greatness that Is not evident to all is> 


scarcely tbe genuine article. Greatness 
should need no explanation, or *«t most, 
only the intricacies of ite anatomy need a 
demonstration. The people as they pass 
know tne snn as each. They need noth- 
ing of astronomical knowledge to appre- 
ciate what tbe sun stands for, light, heat 
end oven life itself. How can an author 
be truly great who needs an expositor? 
He must, at least, have occasional flashes 
of keen common sense. If nol, it is 
greatness under a bushel

SHERIFF AARON 


Died Suddenly Last Thursday After- 


noon at Hi* Office in 


Yardley. 


Sheriff Aaron was nominated for State 


Senator in 1902 but was defeated for that 
office by tbe present .Senator, Webster 
Grim, of Doyiestown. Since that time 
Sheriff Aaron had been closely identified 
with tbe Republican Organization ai a 
leader, and his name woa prominently 
mentioned recently in connection with 
tbe Republican nomination for State 
Senator neit fall, although it ie under- 
stood that he had been induced by the 
Organization 
to retire 
in 
favor of 


another candidate favorabls to the re- 
election of United States Senator Pen- 
rote. 
Sheriff Aaron was frequently 


elected by his party as delegate to -vari- 
ous political conventions and served aa a 
member to the Oouonty Committee.— 
Doylestown Democrat. 


Ihe Democrat even invades tbe death

Mr. Aaron was not well, ana helped him 
from tbe wagon. Be was assisted to the 
door step of the office and expired iramo 
diately.

Beart disease was pronounced tha 
cause of death. Be was at once placed i 
tbe carriage of Caleb Scattergood, wbicl 
has standing near by, and tho body takoi 
to his home on Afton avenue.

The work of the national convention 


which met recently in Washington upon 
the call of Governor JPennypacker, to re- 
I'ommend the adoption of uniform divorc6 
lawa in tho several sta'tes will be of inter- 
net from an academic standpoint and 
will doubtless lead to the enactment of 
more uniform laws in a majority of 
the states, simplifying the work of the 
divorce lawyer. It will bo many years 
however before atutee like South Dakota 
'•an be induced to forfeit their corner 
on the rich New Yorkers who leave hun- 
dreds of thousands annually to increase 
the per capita wealth and to stimulate 
tha millinery and hotel business in a 
few of the larger cities like Sioux Falls. 


It is a difficult problem to make peo- 


ple live together after they have agreed 
that they are mutually incompatible. It 
is difficult to keep people after they are 
divorced from marrying other people 
they think they want and it is just as 
difficult to keep people from marrying 
in the first instance oat of mercenary or 
sentimental motives. 


Ihe man or woman who secures a di- 


vorcb and then remarries simply for the 
sake of variety in domestic companion- 
ship is just as much guilty of adultery 
from a moral standpoint as the one who 
lives in open meretricious relations is 
guilty of adultery from a legal stand- 
point. 


And so long as the bonds of love are 


uot etrong enough to keep men and wom- 
en! n the straight and narrow path, it 
will be difficult to force them into line by 
more stringent laws. The best cure for 
the social evil aa well as the best divorce 
regulator is the development of a healthy 
public opinion which wonld make it un- 
popular for married men and women even 
in high society to play fast and loose with 
other men's wivea and other women's 
husbands or to secure divorces simply 
for the sake of remarrying. In so far as 
tbe proposed uniformity of divorce laws 
promotes the establishment of such a pub- 
lic opinion it will do good.

spring of 1891, and in company with Jos- 
eph R. Oomly, for whom he had filled the 
position of deputy sheriff, engaged in the 
coal and lumber business. At the time 
of his death he was chairman of the Re- 
publican borough committee, 
an active 


member of the Pastime Social Olub and a 
director of the Yardley Water Company. 
He was also a member of Aquetong 
Lodge of Odd Fellows, »t Doylestown. 
The funeral took place on Monday after- 
noon and was largely attended by friends 
of the deceased from all sections of the 
county. The interment was made in the 
graveyard of St Andrew's P. E. Church.

mained upon his home farm until after 
his father's death. 
In 1861 he want to 


Montgomery 
county 
and engaged in 


farming for one year. He then returned 
to Bucks county, locating Hear Johns- 
ville, 
Warminster township, where be 


worked at farming for seventeen years, 
being employed by the year. In January, 
1879, he assumed the duties of deputy 
sheriff, under Snumel L. Ely, serving for 
three years. Then for four years he was 
occnped as a salesman for windmills. In 
1886 he again became deputy sheriff, and 
served for five years, two under Eliae 
Eastbnrn and three under Joseph R. 
Oomly. 


In the fall ot 1890 be received, by ac- 


clamation, the Republican nomination 
for sheriff, but was defeated with 
the 


rest of that party's ticket, though he 
led it by several hundred votes. He 
had 8128 votes to 8243 for J. Johnson 
Beans, Democrat. In the spring of 1891 
he formed a partnership with Ex-Sheriff 
Joseph R. Oomly, under the firm name of 
Oomly & Aaron, and embarked in the 
coal and lumber business at Yardley. He 
was thus engaged until 1896, whet the 
Republicans again nominated him for 
sheriff. This time he was elected, his 
majority over his Democratic opponent, 
William G. Seiner, being 2806—9720 to 
6914. At the expiration »f his term of 
office he returned to Yardley and re- 
sumed the coal and lumber business, in 
which he continued actively engaged un- 
til the day of his death: In 1902 he was 
the nominee of his party for State Sena- 
tor, but in the political unsettlement of 
that year he was defeated with the major 
portion of the Republican county ticket. 
He received 7768 votes to 8116 votes for 
Webster Grim, Demorcat. 


In 1893 be married Sarah P. Weiss, of 


Doylestown, a daughter of William B. 
and Amanda Wiess, who survives. 
They 


were the parents of one child that died in 
infancy.

Prices of Vegetables Rise. 


The scarcity of vegetables io Philadel- 


phia, even those of the ordinary daily 
consumption, such as cabbage, old^ pota- 
toes and green peas, has led to a substan- 
tial advance in prices. The continued 
cold we.ather is given an the cause of the 
rise. The advance has been fully 10 per 
cent in the past two weeks. The things 
most affected are cabbages, now selling 
at IB cents a head; green peas, «$2 per 
peek j new potatoes, $1. a peek; spinach, 
75 cents a peck; mushrooms, from 40 
cents to $1 per pound; string beans, 25 
cents a quart- tomatoes, $1 a dozen. The 
rise includes every vegetable on. the mar- 
ket. Tomatoes are higher now than in 
years. Even canned tomatoes could be 
bought for 50 per cent, less last year 
than they can today. 


Judge Lindsey on Equal Suffrage. 
Judge Ben B. Lindsey of the Denver 


Juvenile Court, has just published a 
statement in regard to tha •women's 
vote in Colorado. He says in part: 


"Woman suffrage in Colorado for ov- 


er ten years has more than demonstrat- 
ed its justice. No one would dare to 
propose its repeal; and, it ^left to the 
men of the State, any proposition to re- 
voke the right bestowed upon women 
would be overwhelmingly defeated. 


"Many good laws have been obtained 


in Colorado which would not have been 
secured but for the power and influence 
of women. 
. 
"At some of the elections in Denver 


frauds have been committed. 
Ninety- 


nine per cent, of these frauds were com- 
mitted by men, without any «onnivance 
or assistance, direct 01 indirect, 
from 


women; but because one per cent, were 
committed by women, there are ignorant 
or careless minded people in other States 
who actually argue that this is a reason 
for denying women the right to vote. If 
it were a just reason for denying suffrage 
to women, it would be tec times greater 
reason for denying it to men. 
" With the exception of a few down- 


town precincts, where frauds were ar- 
ranged and carried out entirely by men, 
with a very occasional and exceptional 
use of women, the elections in Denver 
have been more decently and honestly 
conducted than they were before women 
had the right to vote, People have no 
right to judge woman suffrage in Colo- 
rado by the election frauds in a few pre- 
cincts, unless it would be to show why 
snffrag* should be denied to men and re- 
stricted to women. As a mattar of fact, 
the only blow for decency thst counted, 
in the last of a eeries of bad elections in 
Denver, was delivered by women voters 
and the very important good that came 
out of an otherwise questionable elec- 
tion was the result of woman suffrage. 
The evil results of that election were in 
spite of woman suffrage, not because of

Dr. Dixon attached 
great import- 


iince to this fact, and hopes that the 
same results will be secured In a far 
larger number of cases by physicians 
ihroughout tho State using free anti- 
toxin more promptly. 


This prompt use of antitoxin has 


been urged by Health Commissioner, 
nixon from the start of the free dis- 
tribution Ho has urged it in his cor- 
respondence with fellow-mofilcal men 
and the 
local 
Boards of 
Health 


throughout the State, and especially in 
tho 
circular which is contained in 


every package of tho State's free anti- 
toxin. 


"The early use of antitoxin is es- 


sential," says 
Health Commissioner 


nixon In this circular, and he endeav- 
ors to impress it upon the people by 
heavily underscoring the words of ad- 
vice. 


In this circular also Dr. Dixon has 


given general directions for the ad- 
ministration of antitoxin in both cura- 
tive and immunizing dost-s that have 
been found exceedingly helpful to phy- 
sicians In Fcnnsjlvania. Never less 
than 3000 units, says Dr. nixon, should 
be used for a euiallve iloso; in ad- 
vanced cases he says to increase the 
Initial curative dose from 3000 to GOOO 
units. 


If Improvement Is not manifested 


within six hours following the Initial 
dose, give 6000 units, and if no benefit 
Is to bo observed within the following 
eight to 12 hours, repeat the same un- 
til a change for the better can be no 
tlced. 


All cases showing croupy symptoms 


should receive largo and 
often-re- 


peated doses. 


Symbol* of the "Clond fire." 


Nearly all of the ancient nations 


called lightning by names signifying 
"cloud fire," nml the major portion of 
them employed some symbol to repre- 
sent the flash of the "forked fury" 
darting from the thunder clouds.

Later on, 
when they had begun to incorporate 
the Asiatic form of the symbol with 
their own, they put It in the claws of 
an eagle and made It the scepter of 
Zeus. Gaol received the symbol from 
Italy, but soon altered It to the famil- 
iar two headed hammer BO common en 
Gallo-Roman monuments.
